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INTRODUCTION 


The Library finally returned to the Wellcome Building in October 
1992 after an absence of over two and a half years. It is good to be back 
in a splendidly refurbished building with space to work in comfort and, 
for the first time, a separate archive workroom area for sorting new 
accessions and working on larger collections. For the first time too, the 
CMAC has a typist and a nearby photocopier in the same area of the 
building rather than a floor away. Such things remove minor frustra- 
tions from our lives! On the down side, the move means that we are 
now a long way from the archive store, which remains on the other side 
of the Euston Road, albeit linked by a purpose-built tunnel. Inevitably 
this makes for a longer production time when readers request archives, 
but we hope that the maximum time will be no longer than 45 min- 
utes. Some delays, such as the goods lift being out of order, are beyond 
our control, and we always recommend that readers put in CMAC 


orders well in advance. 


The library was closed from 7 September 1992 — 19 October 1992 for 
the move. It was less traumatic than the first move for the CMAC 
because this time we only had to move offices and not archives. 
Several new procedures for the ordering of archives were instituted (a 
four-part requisition slip for example was brought into use) and as far 
as possible we have standardised procedures to fit in with other rare 


materials. 


With the increase in available space for staff, the Archivist was able to put 
forward a proposal to the Library Committee for a new post in the 
Centre. It had become clear that in recent years we were under increasing 
strain with the combined demands of accessions and readers. Graphs 
illustrating this were prepared for the Library Committee (see figures 1 
and 2). Fortunately this evidence and the recognition that the CMAC has 
succeeded in attracting valuable holdings, was taken on board, and a post 
was agreed. We were delighted to offer the post to Isobel Hunter, who 
had worked with us since May 1992, cataloguing the papers of Sir Robert 
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Macintosh and the Physiological Society. At the same time a temporary 
cataloguing post was approved, and Jennifer Smith joined us from the 
University College London archive course in September 1993 to cata- 
logue some of the larger collections, starting with the Health Visitors 
Association (HVA) archive. 


The HVA archive was one of the largest and most important collections 
acquired during the year, and the subject areas covered fit well with other 
collections in the Centre such as the archives of the Queen’s Nursing 
Institute and the National Birthday Trust Fund. The Centre first sur- 
veyed the HVA records in 1989. Since then, like many organisations in a 
period of administrative change, the Association had become worried 
about the long-term prospects for the retention of its records. These date 
from the turn of the century and include photographs, ephemera, and 
long series of minutes, many of which are in very poor physical condi- 
tion and will need conservation. Estimates are being sought and it is 
possible that a joint approach for a grant will be made for their repair. 


As always, a number of additional accessions were made to collections 
already housed in the Centre. Sadly we have to report that the death of 
Sir John McMichael, a former Wellcome Trustee, was the occasion for 
the transfer of additional papers from his widow, Lady McMichael. 
Further important accessions were made to the archives of the 
Peckham Health Centre collection including many photographs and 
pamphlets. 


Dr Cicely Williams, pediatrician and nutritionist, was regarded as the 
first Western doctor to describe ‘kwashiorkor’ the nutrition deficiency 
disease that affects newly-weaned children in societies where the diet 
lacks protein. Her papers cover the wide spectrum of her interests, 
including public health, infant and child welfare, nursing and housing. 
They had been split between those held by the International Nutrition 
Foundation and those in the possession of Dr Jennifer Stanton at the 
Wellcome Unit, Oxford. We are grateful to Dr Williams’ family and all 


others concerned, for agreeing to the move of the collection to the 


Wellcome Trust. Clearly this is a collection which will entice scholars 


for a variety of reasons, and it will be listed in 1994. 


Nutrition has evidently moved up the scale of concerns for historians of 
medicine. A conference on the subject was held in the spring in Glasgow, 
and the first of a series of CMAC sources leaflets was distributed there. 
Since then a further ten such leaflets on different subjects have been issued, 
and we plan yet more. Details of these are given on page 13. They are 
cheaply produced in-house on the word processor, can be quickly revised, 
and are clearly very popular. It is intended that they will help researchers to 
use all the relevant collections here, and indeed our statistics show that 


many readers in the CMAC are now using more than one collection. 


ACCESSIONS 


There have been 77 accessions during the period October 1992 — 
September 1993, of which 19 were additional accessions to collections 
already held in the Centre. (Some collections were received in more than 
one accession).

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FINDING AIDS 


A new series of subject-orientated CMAC sources leaflets was 
started. Those produced during the year cover the following: 
Nutrition; Women in Medicine; Mothers and Babies; Psychiatry, 
Psychoanalysis and Psychological Medicine; Nursing, Midwifery 
and Health Visiting; War, Medicine and Health (pre and post 
1920); Birth Control; Physiology; Hospitals; and Tropical 
Medicine. These are displayed in the Catalogue Hall and in the 
Poynter Room and have been supplied to the organisers of talks 
and conferences both at the Wellcome Trust and elsewhere as well 


as being sent out in response to readers’ enquiries. 


Additional leaflets covering other subjects including medical ethics 
and public health are planned. 


Good progress was made on the sorting and cataloguing of the 
Physiological Society archive by Isobel Hunter. The photographic 
collection associated with it was also catalogued. In addition a 

small number of miscellaneous personal papers which had come 
with the collection were listed (as GC/I51), and some papers of 
Professor E B Verney were incorporated into the Verney collection 
already here (PP/EBV) with the agreement of the family. 
Outstanding work will include drawing up a records disposal sched- 
ule for the Society and discussing conservation needs. 


An additional accession of material from the Pioneer Health 
Centre, Peckham (about as much again as had previously been 
transferred to the CMAC) was integrated into the collection of 
papers of George Scott Williamson (GSW) and Innes Pearse 
(IHP) and awaits comments from members of the Pioneer Health 
Centre before the final assignment of reference numbers. Because 
the collection now relates far more to the Pioneer Health Centre 
(instead of being largely writings of GSW and IHP), it has been 
reassigned as an SA rather than PP collection, with the reference

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Work progressed on putting the rather confused ‘Historical files’ of 
the Queen’s Nursing Institute (S4/QN/J) into a more coherent order 
and the other administrative records of the QNI were arranged more 
logically; finalising of any list, however, awaits a promised further 


accession of material. 


References are being assigned to the papers of Sir Peter Medawar 
(PP/PBM) and the list is nearly complete. It is intended to index 


correspondence once references have been assigned. 


The correspondence in the archives of the Strangeways Research 
Laboratory (SA/SRL) has been indexed using Macrex-5, and only 
awaits final editing before conversion into Word Perfect and 
incorporation of the index with the list. Indexing of Honor Fell’s 
correspondence (PP/HBF) is nearly complete. 


Re-sorting and binding of the British Pharmacological Society 
(SA/BPS) archives was undertaken by Professor James Mitchell on 
behalf of the Society, and revision of the list is now in hand. Groups 


of personal papers of Dr G N Myers, Professor W E Dixon and Sir 
John Vane will be listed separately.

Hospital Records Project 


Julia Sheppard has attended meetings regularly with Susan Shaw, 
Liaison Officer at the Public Record Office, as well as Dorothy 
Maxwell (IT Dept, PRO) who has converted the data onto the 
SMART programme. Progress was slower than anticipated, but it 
would appear that the Wellcome Institute is likely to be able to 
receive the new programme by the end of the year. We are grateful to 
Liz Macdonald, Support Analyst in the Trust, for her assistance. 


The database now has 1500 entries on it. Following this we hope to 
continue to develop the database, possibly by obtaining a grant, and to 
investigate how it might best be made available in the search rooms of 
both places. Renewed efforts to expand the database with a call to 
archivists attending the British Records Association Annual Conference 


at the WIHM in November will be made. 


Concern about the closure of hospitals and subsequent loss of records, 
especially of psychiatric hospitals, continued to preoccupy many of our 
readers and scholars. The Health Authority Archivists Group is moni- 
toring the situation and at their behest Julia Sheppard chaired a special 
meeting held at the Wellcome Institute on 30 September on the issue of 
the Preservation of Clinical Records. The meeting was attended by 
archivists who have undertaken sampling of hospital patient records, 
including Alastair Tough of the Greater Glasgow Health Board. It was 
agreed that since the MOH Guidance was inadequate we should try to 
produce some guidance and would approach the King’s Fund Centre 
initially for assistance with the necessary production of a small booklet 


which would give some useful criteria. 


Medical Archives and Manuscripts Survey © 


During the year Julia Sheppard and Lesley Hall have continued to 
research additional entries for this survey. Repositories visited/surveyed 
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included: The Royal College of Pathologists, the Fawcett Library, the 
Hospital Saturday Fund, the Royal Veterinary College, the Royal 
Society of Medicine, the Royal Institute of Public Health and Hygiene 
and the Biochemical Society. Contact has been made with a number of 
other bodies. Meetings take place regularly with the Western 
Manuscripts Department staff (who also undertake surveys), with 
Professor W F Bynum and Dr Richard Palmer to report on progress. It 
is intended to review the situation once the bulk of the entries starting 
with ‘R’, together with an entry for the WIHM, are complete.

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RESEARCH, TALKS AND PUBLICATIONS 


Research 


Julia Sheppard continues to monitor the archive scene for a 3rd edition 
of British Archives (edited with Janet Foster). 


Lesley Hall was awarded a Harry Ransom Humanities Research 
Fellowship to pursue research for a month at the Harry Ransom 
Humanities Research Center at the University of Texas, Austin, 12 
October — 8 November 1992. This enabled her to examine the archives 
of the British Society for the Study of Sex Psychology, as well as related 
collections held there, in connection with her forthcoming book (joint- 


ly written with Roy Porter), “The Making of Sexual Knowledge’. 


She is currently undertaking research on F W Stella Browne, and on 


women doctors. 


Talks 


Julia Sheppard spoke at the Spanish Society of the History of Medicine 
meeting in Barcelona, 2 April, on ‘Preserving contemporary medical 


archives . 


During the year she also gave talks on the CMAC to: University College 
London archive and library students, the Society of Apothecaries Livery 
Committee, Barbers Historical Group, and a group from the Institute of 
Archaeology. She arranged a visit for 30 members of the London 
Archives Group Forum to the WIHM Library on the evening of the 27 
January. On 5 October, she joined a panel to talk on specialist reposito- 
ries at the UCL Archive School. Further talks were given to groups from 
the Twentieth-Century Medicine Group on 10 November. 


Lesley Hall and Julia Sheppard gave introductory talks on the CMAC 
to the Intercalated students in the WIHM. 


Lesley Hall participated in a BBC Radio 3 programme on ‘Sex in the 
1920s, broadcast on 10 April 1993. 
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Whilst in the States Lesley Hall spoke on ‘Frightening the horses: sexol- 
ogy in Britain since William Acton’ (30 October) at the British Studies 
Faculty Seminar, Harry Ransom Humanities Research Center, 


University of Texas at Austin. 


Lesley Hall presented a paper ‘A New Man in the 1920s? Questions of 
social and sexual change’ at the Wellcome Unit Oxford, on 2 December 
1992, and at the Social Science Research Unit, Institute of Education of 
the University of London, 26 May 1993. She also spoke on ‘Women’s 
medical careers in Britain in the early twentieth century’ at the Women 
in Gynaecology and Obstetrics Conference, at the Royal Society of 
Medicine, 25 April and on “Nurses in the Archives: Archival Sources for 
Nursing History’, at the Nursing, Women’s History and the Politics of 
Health Conference, Nottingham, 21-24 July.

Sheppard with an article on the provenance and histories of the archives 


collections in the exhibition. 


Shirley Dixon wrote on the sources for the history of malaria in the 
CMAC for the first newsletter of the Association for the History of 
Malaria. 
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STAFF 


With increasing pressures on the CMAC archivists to service the 
readers, ensure that the correct documents are produced and super- 
vise reprography orders, etc, it has been clear that less time was 
being spent on cataloguing the collections than was desirable. The 
backlog of uncatalogued collections, mainly consisting of the larger, 
more complicated accruals, occupied some 33 cubic metres of shelv- 
ing (approximately a third of our holdings). The Archivist therefore 
put forward a proposal that the staff of three be increased and this 
the Library Committee agreed to. 


Isobel Hunter, who has been cataloguing the archive of the 
Physiological Society since August 1992, was offered a permanent 
post here, which was taken up on 1 October, at which time she had 
virtually completed the Physiological Society list (her post has been 
mainly supported by a grant from the Society). Isobel graduated 
with BSc (Econ) from London School of Economics and Political 
Science, holds a Diploma in Archive Administration from 
University College London and had previously worked at the 
Greater London Record Office. 


At the same time the Library Committee approved a two-year post 
for an archivist to concentrate on the cataloguing. We have been 
fortunate to appoint Jennifer Smith, a graduate from St Hugh’s 
College Oxford. She holds an MA in Modern History from the 
University of Kent, and has worked in the Barbican Library. She has 
recently received a Diploma in Archive Administration from 
University College London. Jennifer joined the Wellcome Institute 
on 27 September. 


During the year our typist Tracy Tillotson was on maternity 
leave (from 11 December). Jackie Heaton replaced her and con- 
tinued updating lists and adding box numbers to them. We were 
delighted to welcome Tracy back on 2 August: her understanding 
of the layouts of our lists and willingness to help with any aspect 
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of the secretarial work is very much appreciated. In the altered 
arrangements in the Wellcome building she is now closer to 
our offices, and can therefore assist with telephone messages, 
stationery, filing and other tasks which had hitherto been 


impractical. 


Macrex-5 training courses to make more effective use of this index- 
ing programme, were taken by Lesley Hall, Isobel Hunter, and 
Shirley Dixon. 


OTHER 


A very favourable review of the CMAC Guide (1991) appeared in 
Archives, the Journal of the British Records Association. 


Samantha Anderson, User Support Assistant in the Trust, helped to 
adapt Cardbox for mailing lists held by Julia Sheppard. 


It is hoped that the long-promised local Networking system will be 
available to the CMAC offices next year to enable the archivists and 
typist Tracy Tillotson to be able to update and exchange informa- 


tion about collections, locations, etc, more easily. 


During the year further visits were made to the Royal Institute of 
Public Health and Hygiene in connection with the Medical 
Archives and Manuscripts Survey. Following our suggestion that 
reboxing and listing might be a suitable project for archive students 
at the School of Library, Archive and Information Studies, 
University College London, Elizabeth Shepherd, Lecturer at UCL, 
visited Julia Sheppard. Arrangements are to be made for this to be 


undertaken as part of the Archive Diploma course next year. 


The Princess Royal visited the Wellcome Trust on the official re- 
opening of the building on 3 December. A small exhibition of mate- 
rials from the library was displayed, including items from the 
National Birthday Trust Fund archives. 
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The exhibition ‘Birth and Breeding. The Politics of Reproduction’ 
(to open from October 1993 to February 1994) in the 4th floor 
gallery in the Institute was organised by Ken Arnold, the Wellcome 
Institute’s Exhibitions Officer. Items from six collections in the 
CMAC (The Eugenics Society, Marie Stopes papers, the National 
Birthday Trust Fund, Grantly Dick Read papers, the Family 
Planning Association and the Abortion Law Reform Association) 


were selected for exhibition. 


An unexpected problem following the move arose with the discovery 
that the reserve cupboard in the new Poynter Room (where rare 
materials, including archives, are consulted) was atmospherically 
unsuitable for the storage of such items. As a result the CMAC 
offered to let the library reserve materials be housed in the Archive 
Workroom pro tem until air conditioning could be fitted. In the 
event this has taken over a year to complete. 


During the year government reports and other publications, which 
had come to the Wellcome Tropical Institute with the RAMC 
Muniment Collection, were transferred to the RAMC Printed Book 


Collection. 


It was agreed that data collected by Professor David Morley of 
maternal and child health in Nigeria, 1957-67 (WTI/DCM), could 
be transferred for a six-month period to the MRC Environmental 
Epidemiology Unit, Southampton, in order for statistical and other 
research to be done on them by Ms Hermione Lovel, work in which 
Professor Morley has also been involved. 


The Conservation workshops were still unavailable to WIHM 
Conservators, but paper repairs on a number of items (including 


Eugenics and FPA posters), were undertaken by outside contract. 
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
